market bylaw yosterdfiy,and attempted by 
tho most superficial arf^uraontH to proju- 
dice the miuda of tho ratopayera againat 
' thia 80 long needed public institution. 

, tielfishneaa and oldfogeyiani conipriae the 
greater part of the article. "We are nut 
v^llipi;,^ he jjiyB,' ,,i'that the property- 
owhe'ra of Victoria' ahoiild be taxed "for 
it (the market) when others will derive aa 
much bont'lit from it aa thoy will." This 
ii a "dog in thu miuiBor" polioy with a 
vengeance Because the citizens gen- 

ierally, and tho furmors more eapeoially, 

I wilt be benefitted by the erection of a 
plubliblaiiirketi therefore, 'one must not be 
established. We do hope that any rato- 
payera who are oppnsed to the bylaw will 
buBo their arguments against it on some- 
what higher grounds than the Standard 
. doea, It has outlived ita age, and ia 
not aware that we are upon tho 
threahnld of the twentieth century. 
Thia ia a time of ptogresaion,' and Yiotoria 
ia determined to keep abreaat of it. Too 
long have iheao old-fashioned idena been 
paramount, koepiiiy tlio city back in the 
grand march of nnprovoment. Will tho 
Standard point out any city of tho aamii 
8i^>^ in Canada which ia without a market 
house 'i We have just closed a moat auo 
oeaaful anQuak Fair,.whieh shoved that 
agriculture ia taking vaat atridea each 
year on the island. To make that auocesa 
continuini; thu farmurii demand a market 
for their produce. Thoy very properly 
object to wasting precious time in hawk- 
ing their wares around the city, a back- 
wopda fashion which ahould have place 

'herci DQ: longer. Once a inarket house is 
eaiabliahed the producer and buyer will 
meet face to faue and tho middloman will 
find liiniaelf out in the cold. 
Wo have shown that the 
borrowing of $25,000 will cost an annual 
draft on the general civic revenue of about 
$1,600 a year. Thia will nob be a very 
heavy atrain on the ratepayers, and the 
benefits rdaolting to them and to the en- 
tire Community, will more than compen- 
sate them for the outlay. The revenae 
from fees will cover the running expen- 
asa, and interest and sinking fund on the 

-investment. Under aiich circumstances, 

' and in view of the absolute necessity of a 
market, it ia regrettable that a public 
newspaper should from the moat selfish 
and paltry raotivea attempt to affect the 
minds of thoae who will soon have an op- 
portunity afl'orded them to vote on the 
bylaw. We believe that the Standard 
and ita small clique are in a hopeless min- 
ority in thia as in all other progreaaive 

' meaaurea, and that ita opinion 
will have little weight with 
the community. Our peoplo are begin- 
ning to feel that tho Queen city must 
advance, not retrograde, notwithstanding 
the "croakers." Our contemporary de- 
nies that its proprietor is in debt to the 
corporation for delinquent taxes. We 
repeat that Mr. DoCoanioa "ia (or was 
a week or two ago) in arrears at tho city 
hall for taxes long overdue and which ho 
defies the city government to force hira to 
pay." On enquiry at the city hall it can 
.■° '^ily bff learnt ihat our statement ia en- 
tirely correct, the Standard to the con- 
trary notwithstandini,'. It is only reaaon- 
able to diaw the moral that tho man who 
refuses to pay the taxes which ovory citi- 
zen considers it his duty to pay ia not a 
good guide to follow in matters affecting 
the most vital interests of the city. 



Religious Discussion in Chln^.

To TUE Editok.— Tho cities of the 
Western CKthedr^U at I'ekiiig wai a sub- 
ject of agitation and coniraont amongst 
tho lower classes at the time of the French 
and Chinese .far, bo much so, that in the 
absence uf their protectors, the French, 
the reverend fathers bowed to the pres- 
aure and met the rufHo by ccating them 
with a lime cement. A very pertinent 
question may be put in here; as to wheth- 
er the higher powers, who moved and 
placed these movera at the will of moba, 
were themselves believera in such on 
absurdities. My individual opinion, is 
in favor of these ofhcials, and 1 conaider 
it would be an injuatico to their under- 
standing to saddle them with these non- 
sensical frights. Tho objuot thoy had in 
view begins to reveal itself by the recent 
mob yiolenoe in the Szobuen province, 
which will probably ere long find an echo 
in Peking itaolf. China is bo permeated 
with the eapiona^^o syBtem, thnt no mob 
agitation can arise Unless it caused at 
the will of itj coiitroUors. Thia ia so well 
understood that our people mark and 
. exact immediate damages at the hands of 
the ruling authoritii;8 of the province, 
failing which, application ia made to the 
powers at E'eking. There ia alwaya law- 
losaneSB at work, when land is purohaaod 
by missionaries of whatever aect thoy 
may bo. Tho title in as good a pretext to 
quarrel about, bq (muddying a running 
(tceam below, where the yellow dragon 
may be drinking above; no, the real facts 
lie in amall compp.as. "They would beat 
down foreign religious influences of all 
denominationo for tho aggrandizement of 
their own purao." Tho north cathedral at 
Peking built so near the palace, provoa 
how powerful muat have boon tho power 
of tho Roman Catholics to olFect tho rais- 
ing of a atructure w:h(iGo bolls are hoard 
over a wide area of palatial tfrounda. To 
change tho aito, even if funds wore fur- 
nished to do so, would allow wuakneaa 
and undo much of tho iniluotice gained 
by the early Jesuits. And wera tho Chi- 
nese to argue that the site ia an insult, aa 
much an insult aa if a Buddhist temple 
were erected on Windsor palace grounds, 
thoy could bo met. 

Ist. nThat it stiiiKlB boyoiid palace 
grounds. 

2nd. Chat it waa approved by their 
former emperora, 
3rd. That they preferred to remain. 

The French have undoubtedly lostpros- 
tsgo; the recent war produced thia; thoy 
no longer hold tho high atanding of some 
years buck. The rumored appointment 
of a legatee by tho Vatican haa aroused 
tho suspioion of the cabinet, and its re- 
cognition will be a more diffioult task to 
accomplish than what is apprehended. 
Ohinoao will only boo in ita formation an 
incroaao of thoir opponents; that whoro, 
hitherto, thoy contended with tho French 
legation alone, they will have now tho 
Vatican bearing on them tho combined 
aid of other Catholic countries, who may 
have repreaentativo powers at the court 
of Cambalu— Spanish, Italian and French 
^rU powers that oarry weight, *

A Prospective MaviiiK of Tiiou- 
suiids of Dollars AiiiiUHlly. 

Wliut a "Blue Book" Kevcals. 

In teres tinK Facts for 'I'liouglit- 
ful Readers.

'"To THE Editor: — In a former com- 
munication, published last Sunday, it waa 
stated- that ? Vancouver ; Island aloDe had 
still one million acres of land lying dor 
mant, rich and ready to producn grain ; 
and four inilliona more acres for other 
useful purposes, such aa lumbering, min- 
ing and stock-feeding. It waa likowiso 
stated that by running a railway through 
this land it would soon have producers on 
it, but not withouj;. . That the provincial 
ahare of guarantee for auch a railway 
would be about for y thousand dollars 
per annum for a limited period. That "one 
thousand additional farmers, each cultivating 
twenty aoroB of now land would uaiiHo tho 
oarth to produce annually wix lumdi ed thou- 
sand dollarH from twenty thouHaml acvesi of 
laud; and mora when they extended tho 
area of cultivation." Of oourMo idlowauue 
has to bo made for the fariuera' couHump- 
tiou. That this wealth would be now and 
created annually, but only to be had by get- 
ting a railway built to enable the fariiiera to 
get to and from an otherwise comparatively 
inaocessible country. The vivifying iutlu- 
enoe on comnferoe of snob a oreation of new- 
wealth was mentioned at (he same time. 
There has now been placed before mo a Do- 
minion blue-book. ItB revolationH are teni- 
fyiugly trno. The province paid for iiupoi t- 
ed provisioUH during the year IHHfi no Iohh 
a Hum than six Luudroil thouriimd iloUiir.s 
and one hundred thousand dolliirs more for 
cuatoms duties! The whole o( tlicse iiiui 
more tho land of tho province eould luivo 
produced. Why did.it not do soV Simply 
because it had not a sufUuiout number of 
induBtrioua farmers to do the neoeasnry 
work. How was this food paid for? poasi- 
bly by the country's gold, coal, luuibui lunl 
liah. This i.s 

SKNDINQ TUK COUNTltY AWAY TO FOUSIONEltS 

with a vengeance and reducing itto poverty 
withotit any adequate benefit to itself. Tho 
coal, gold and lumber cannot be replaced — 
they are gone foreverl Look at Cariboo and 
take warning. 

The quantity of this imported UmCt has 
doubled within the past ten years ! Hurt- 
long can thia drain be borne / lluw much 
longer shall this prodigality continue } 
How long save at the apickel and let out 
at the bunghole ? The candle is burning 
at both ends. This old and atill growing 
complaint ia removoablo and remedi.iblu, 
but requires not apatlietic but oiiergolic 
treatment. That our country could have 
produced this if600,000 worth and saved 
the $100,000 more paid for customs du- 
ties take the following example. For im- 
ported flour, wheat, barley, oata and oat- 
meal, the country paid to foreigners (in 
round numbers) two hundred and dtty 
thousand dollars and in addition thirty- 
six thousand dollars for' customs duties. 
By the cultivation of only fifteen thou- 
sand aores of our own country's land all 
this flour, wheat, barley and oats have 
been produced; the two hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars put into local circuliition 
in the province ! und the thirty-aix 
thousand for customs duties saved. 
Tho remainder of the six hundred thou- 
sand dollars worth and the one hundred 
thousand dullani'ipustoms duos resulted 
from the importation of butter (lbs. 323,- 
000); sheep, 19,183; hogs, 2,000; cattle, 
57t»; lard, IbH. 210,000, and hains, lbs. 
780,000 ! What a frightful picture for a 
country poaaeaaing a splendid climate and 
millions of acres of fertile land. To cul- 
tivate fifteen thousand acrea of new land 
less than seven hundred and fifty new in- 
duatrioda farmera are rei)uired and for 
raising the butter, aheep, hogs and so 
forth say two hundred and fifty more, 
making one thousand new agriculturalists 
in the whole. That is to say, get a thou- 
sand now agriculturalists sectlod and they 
will cause to be produced in the province 
the provisions for which the province now 
pays to foreigners.

dollars, and an additional hundred thou- 
sand dollars cuatoms duties annually. 
The remedy for tho disease is then evi- 
dently a thousand and more additional 
agriculturaliata. What does athouaand in- 
dustrious men engaged in agri — and other 
culture means I Means the occupution of 
150,000 acres of land and the creation of 
t500,000 new wealth wives, cows, hogs, 
poultry and their produce; mills and 
millers; coopers snd carpeutoni; bl'iok- 
amitha and Isborers; life, activity and 
cheorinesB where dismal, so^tude and 
weirduess now reigns. Moans a thousand 
additional people supplemontary to tho 
agriculturiata. The farmer exchangee 
with the miller, the miller with tho 
cooper, blacksmith and ni.ichiniat, tho 
machinist with laborers of viirinua kiiida 
and all with traders, public houses, 
churchea and so forth before their produce 
leaves the province, to pay for gooda 
that she cannot yet manufucture. Tho 
proceeds of tho country do thi'ir duly i i 
tho country firat by tuipiilyiiit; ri'.'iitlenlH, 
minors, lumber and tinhernien. The coal, 
lumber, guld, fiali, and so fonh sent 
foreign ia not a matter of barter, but 
paid by cash. The lumber, coal and 
fiah trade would not be lessoned In con- 
sequence of our growing our own food 
and ceasing to import it from foreign. 
Tho farrier would rocoivotlio money from 
the lunibernien, mill owner.;, etc., now 
seiit foreign to buy provisions, .md ao 
benefit the local industries and our coun- 
try. It Is, then, to the interest of all to 
promote and

good. The exchange ot coal, luni- 
hr, fish and bo forth for foreign Hour, 
wheat and other oaculoiiis may suit 
ahort-aightod, non-producing trad- 
ers; but it will not people our landd. 
and indeed does traders but little good. 
Dare traders, machinists, artizana and so 
forth — dare they say that thoy would not 
rocoive more benefit from iho circulation 
of half a niillion of now weiillh th;in llioy 
do now from tho potty ciiinininflionB and 
protita on foreign imported ceroalo/ 
Who can foretell what new local, iu- 
duatrial intereata and purauits may 
arise from the new created wealth. 
Towns are subsidiary to the country; the 
former will prosper with the latter; tho 
one ia esauntial, necessary and compli- 
mentary to tho other.

CANADIAN PACiriG BAILWAIT 
MATTERS. 

The Proposed XIne of Steamers 
to Australia, China and 
Japan. 

(Ejiclusivo to Tho Colonist.) 

New York, Oct. H. — The Times says; 
President Stephen and ether officers of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Company 
have been in this city for several days, 
and two or throe conferences have been 
held at the Windsor hotel attended by 
New York capitalists, An insider at the 
Windsor yesterdajr-diMnssed ^the matter 
of the recent large' aeaiings .in Canadian 
Pacific securities here and in London. He 
said: "They must have been based opon 
the knowledge that the British ministry 
will recommend that parliament subaidiza 
a line of British mail steamers to connect 
with the Canadian Pacific roud. The pro- 
posed line is to Australia, China and 
Japan, making weekly trips, as soon as 
vessels enough, can be obtained. It is 
said that six new steamers for the pro- 
posed route are being pushed rapidly to- 
wards completion at shipyards on the 
Clyde. It is stated that President 
Stephen has had among o^her ubjeots of 
his visit here, the obtaining uf a satisfac- 
tory entrance to New York for his line. 

Island raouHtuiii [UIik;. 

Through the kindness of Mr. P. Dun- 
levy, lately from Soda creek, a ropreaeut- 
tivo of The Coldiiist read t!ie reports fur- 
nished by Messrs. \V. Craib and J. W. 
Koch, both CftlifiiMiiu niii'.iagmen of long 
eiparience. 'J'hoao reports but confirm 
others that have recently preceded litem 
in reference to the (jUHrtu weilth sur- 
rounding BarkerviUe. With regard to 
the particular ledge reported on, they 
show- it toiba one nf great richness, pro- 
bably giving better indioations of certain 
pay than that of any other yei known in 
the district. It would appear tliat con- 
siderable work has already boon aocora- 
plished on the locition, four different tun- 
nels having been run, one of 150 feet, all 
showing rock of a rich gold- bearing char- 
acter. Nature has been kind in furnish- 
ing easy means in which to develop it, it 
only being necessary to tunnel in on the 
ledge, thus furnishing material for the 
mill and draining the mine at the same 
time. There ia a great quantity of tim- 
ber on the mountain, with plenty of water, 
and, in fact, almost everything that would 
facilitate cheap and successful working. 
Each gentleman in his report expresses 
the belief that with competent manage- 
ment the mine is aare to be a financial 
success . 

It is the intention to form a company 
for the purpose of working the mine — not 
on the old reckless basis, but in a practi- 
cal and economical manner. There is al- 
ready near the sito chosen for the mill a 
ten-sttrap mill owned by Mr. Dunlevy, 
with suBicieuit steam power for a larger 
number of stamps, and it ia but necessary 
to add concentrator and chlorinator to 
these to place everything in working order 
for extracting the gold from the rock. 

Owing to the fact that there is almost a 
positive certainty that the investment 
would pay, it is trusted that Mr. Dunlevy 
will be enabled to make every arrange- 
ment necessary to develop the propiirty so 
that it can be extensively worked. Its 
aucoesS' would mean tho inauguration ot a 
nawi-miniogtenkior old-Oariboo'Eud also a 
rapid^d^anoe"'.' in prosperity which, of 
course would? beneficially affect the pro- 
vince genewlly-_-^^_^^ 

Rev. Dr. Stephenson's Lecture. 

The lecture of Hot. T. B. Stephenson, 
L.L.D., of London, Eng., iu tho Methodist 
church was well attended last evening. The 
learned divine gave a pathetic and interest- 
ing description of "The SinsandSorrowaof 
Obild-liie in London," speaking eloqoeutly 
of their many temptations and sufferings in 
a life of poverty and hardship. He 
encouraged ' the establishment of 
"children's homes" for these poor little 
waifs, wuo might be losciiod by this nieiins 
in time and educated to realizo all tht; bless- 
ings of a useful and honorable mauhood. 
The children's homo establlKhed by him 
had ov«r 700 waifs, who were being trained 
in the proper walks of life, and over 2000 
of such children had been already provided 
for, who were now respected members of 
society. Over a million and a quarter of 
dollars had been oontribntod to this good 
work and each year the liioandariea of its 
usefulness were being extended. He re- 
ferred to the Hamilton, Out., branch, and 
eulogized the management of that institu- 
tion in glowing terms. He complimentfd 
Vioturia and hoped many of his iuiiiates 
could be located iu this province where 
aniplo oiiportuuity was ulVordtd them for 
becoming prusperouH citizens. .V large col- 
lection was taken up for the beiietit of tho 
Hamilton home, and tlio iiighly enjoyable 
lecture was worthy tho siibstautial apprecia- 
tion it received from those presout. '

tProm our Traveling Correspoiidcat.) 
After leaving the company's stahles at 
the 134, we come to the ranche of Mr. 
Dennis Murphy, a home candidate at the 
late election . His ranche is one of the 
prottioBt lying that wo have met, well 
watered and well cultivated, large quan- 
tities of grain being raised, which is 
chiefly sold to the stage company. They 
were busily engaged^ in -threshing as we 
passed. At tKe 1461a Felkec Bros, dairy 
ranche situated .some diatanqe.from the 
road. About two mites after lea'vihg the 
145

is before us as our stage rumbles down 
tho grade of the hillside in a light shower 
of rain. Tho western sun lights up the 
northern end of La La Hacho valley, 
bathing the wide stretch of meadow laud, 
tho varied tinted, oottonwood, the ever- 
green pina< and. fir in lovely light. Be- 
yond iB..the entrance to William's Lake 
valley, the extensive B. 0. ranohe and 
mission groands^ being visible, while we 
just catch a glimpse of 0. Eagle's ranche. 
Nearer us the view is up the valley to- 
ward the 150-mile House, it being sep- 
arated from Williora's Like by a low hill 
covered with timber. To those who have 
not witnossud so charming a pistoral 
scone; it cannot be correctly portrayed 
— it was one of surpassing loveliness, and 
we stood up on our high seat to drink in 
all tho autumn beauties of nature with 
which wo were so lavishly surrounded. 
But our horses trot swiftly along, and wu 
are soon at Gavin Hamilton's ranche at 
the 160. Here are fine rasidencoa <«nd 
outbuildings with a splendid ranche sur- 
rounding them. A little further on is a 
substantial lug houae in course of erection 
for gaol purposes; for iu tho midst of all 
this loveliness is civilized man, who 
occasionally requires the cprreot- 
ing band of justice to restrain ^him. 
In a minute more we are at the hotel kept 
by Veith & Barland, a large structure, 
partly frame and log. Near this are tho 
ruins of Gavin Hamilton's saw and grist 
mill, twice destroyed by lire. It will be 
seen that from the 100 mile house at 
Bridge creek to the 150, 

NU.MEROUS KANOUES 

have been passed, all of large extant and 
all capable of producing fine crops of 
grain, but little utilized for that purpose 
at present, simply because there is uo 
market. On all these ranches are from 
50 to 80 dairy cattle, largo quantities of 
good butter being manufactured, whole- 
sale price being from 32 to 35 cents per 
pound. Besides, each ranche has its 
quot'i of stock cattle, ranging from 200 to 
500 head. They have extensive meadow 
lauds from which they out immensequan- 
tities of hay for Winter feeding," though 
last winter two weeks only was it re- 
quired. Summer feed is illimitable. 
From tho wagon road to the Fraser river, 
the latter from 50 to 75 miles distant, 
ther^ are rolling hills of unequalled grass 
feed. 'Frdioa the road east to Canin lake, 
there are meadow lands and ranges of simi- 
laraxteat. There is thus no lack of feed for 
stock, and a fine quality of beef is grown. 
Williams' lake valley we will not visit un- 
til our return from BarkerviUe. But this 
is not the only district that we have been 
near. West b{ the Fraser there' ia

whore there are finer ranges and larger for 
cattle, and where bettor stock ia raised. 
YanVolkenburgb Bros, and Thaddeus 
Harder have large ttoeks .there. Samuel 
VVithrow has a splendid ranche and range. 
At this point fruit is grown, melons and 
so on, a few days before we arrived at the 
150 a second crop of wild strawberries 
having boon picked. On this side of the 
river is Hisky's ranche (recently sold with 
stock to two young Englishmen. for $18,- 
000), Doc English's magnificent 'ranohe, 
Meldrum'a, Salmon's, Tom Hants and 
five others recently taken up, one at 
Uuckskiu creek located by an American 
named Novin. Tho Chilcoten country is 
bat little known. Its etock ranges are of 
tho most extensive character, and must in 
a short time attract a large population. 
At present stockmen have to make their 
cattle swim the river, and it is even now 
necessary that a bridge be built in order 
to facilitato ingress and egress. 
In the fifty miles traveled through 
Tua i.A. u.\(;ui; vallky 
wo havo p.iasod through a country of tho 
lovolioat description, and one capable of 
producing crops of the best kind. It ia a 
great mistake to hold the opinion that 
there are no Btretohesuf agricultural land 
in this province. When a market ia pro- 
vided by moans of cheap communication 
and larger population this district and 
othera along the Fraser river will furnish 
produce sutliclent to support a very popul- 
ous community. It is also a great inis- 
t.kko to think that because they are scat- 
tered people they are without means of 
enjoying life. In the first place they ore 
[irovidod with tho beat of nature's produc- 
tions — one cannot judge of grass-fed beef 
until they have been in tho community 
whore it is produced. Onu cunnut 
imagine of tho many resources of ii city 
milkman until ho has tasted nf the de- 
licious cream of the interior. Ooo ia sur- 
prised with tho fine quality of the vogeta- 
blea, roots and fruits of this littlo known 
inland country. Physicians would bo 
without a patient in a country where 
thoro is such

of the earth, such pure and eihilirating 
atmosphoro, such beauty of scenery. 
Very few people die up here except from 
old age. When this charming district ia 
better known it will be more appreciattid 
than it is at present, aud it will not be 
then, o.snow, a curiosity to see a stranger, 
fur there can be no better guide to health 
than a short or long reiidenoe among the 
rural and mountain life of the northern 
interior. ^ 

We romikin at tho 150 for tho night. 
Veith & Birland havo hero a largo 
general store, aud also one at Koithley 
crook mines. They are also ropruaonta- 
tives of the stage company and the post- 
offloa. Mr. W. Thompson, an old Oari- 
booite, who oiime overland in '62, and 
has never been in Victoria, is the genial 
manager of the hotel and bar, and makes 
his many guests welcome. ,

Michael Davitt, tho man who 
crystallized into an aetivu, living, organ- 
ized force tho idea of "The land fur the 
people," that has wrought the greatest 
revolution in modern timea, was born in 
Straido, County Mayo, Ireland, 39 yoars 
ago, of Irish poaaant parentage. His parents 
being evicted, they crossed over tj Eng- 
land and settled in the town of Uasling- 
dec. Michael entored a co't'n factory 
when eleven years of ago, but in leva 
than three mouths, in urrangin;; a akoiii 
that hud got outaiigled, his arm was 
caught in the machinery aud was so bad- 
ly mangled itiat it became neoessary to 
amputate it at tho shoulder. The empty 
eleovo to-day tjlla of tho criminal negli- 
gence of the owner of the factjry.

penal servitude, Watson getting seven. 
He was released on ticket-pMeava in De- 
cember, 1877, having spent seven years 
and seven months in prison. He was 
tendered a reception on his orrival in 
Dublin, and when he went down to visit 
the home of his ohildhood bonfires were 
lit on every hill in Mayo. After deliver- 
ing a course of lectures throughout Ire- 
land, England and Scotland he paid 
America a visit, and his subsequent 
founding of the land loai?uo and alliance 
with Purnell are known to all.

It is only 
a quoslidii of time when Ireland shall havo 
nome rule. 'I'lu* niovi'ment has now gone 
too far to fail, and Iri.shmcn the world 
over are full of hope and sanguine of ul- 
timate success. Churchill will probably 
bring in a measure in February, creating 
provincial councils for England, Scstland 
and Wales, these having municipal but 
not legislative powers, but ho ia mistaken 
if ho thinks Ireland will ever bo satisfied 
with anything short of Home Rule." 

"What do you think of Ohurohill, any- 
way 1" 

"Of course, he i.s erratic, but. he Is far 
in advance of his party, and is' leading 

them out of the fogeyiuni in which they 
havo been enveloped fur yeara. His 
action in Belfast was disgraceful; but, of 
course, he had an object ,iii inciting 
tho people as he did.

In his report Assistaut Engineer Lauo, 
who was with Lieut, Stoney ou his Alaskan 
explorations, gives an extended ucconnt of 
the country north of the Yukon river aud 
the Putnam river discovered by Stouoy. 
Tho exploring party left San Francisoo May 
3d, 1885, and in December tho party stiirted 
for tho Nowatock river, about 120 miles 
north of the Putnam. About the head- 
waters of those rivers an immeuso lake waa 
discovered, on the banks of which were 
natives from the region of Fort;BaixowS:^e 
most northern point on tliie>vaontiuBnt^f 
North Ameiicn . Many new facte pf impott- 
nnce to geographers have been. brought to 
light. Tho Es(iuimaux Indians around 
({■roiiustono mountain w(:io found to be 
jiolygamous. No valuable niinorals were 
lonud. Coal of good (junlity was found in 
nbuiidanco ou Putuam river, and graiiito 
and iisbeiitos were found. Neither gold nor 
silver was (li.Mooverod, aud as the ludiauH 
had I'ono in their possession it ia doubtful 
if they ojiisi iu that part of Alaska. Put- 
nuiu river is about -100 miles long, half a 
milo wide, and navigable for a distance of 
USD luileH, when rapids tie encountered. It 
ia Hurrouuded by a range of mountuiua 3000 
feet htgli, thO'Iiighest peak b'eing,4000 feet. 
Thifl stream is several hundred miles above 
tho Yukon river, and flows east and' west 
and t<ii!ptio.s into tho Jviitzcbiio sound. Now- 
atock river is 121) miles uorlh of the Pu!- 
imiii. It is IdO miles lung and empties 
into the IC;il/.dono bound. The .soil is very 
poor and never lliaws but to the depth of a 
lew inchoa, aud aside from pos.siblo deposits 
of gold and silver or the fur trad') tho coun- 
try is not of any practical value to white 
men. Lieut. Lano regards tho repoit of 
Schwntka's discovery of the so-called Jones 
river as highly probable, as it is not hard to 
disoover a new stream in an extended trii) 
through the territory. .

SEVERN TUNNEL iCOHOi- 
PL.ETED. 

The Severn tuunel, which with its 
connecting lines and necessary details, 
has cost the Great "Western Railway- 
Company of England about £2,000,- 
000, and has been in construction be- 
tween 13 and 14 years, has been open- 
ed for goods traffic, but the paasenger 
traffic will bo delayed for a couple of 
months, owing to the heavy work on 
some portions of the connecting lines 
on the Gloucestershire side of the 
Severn. The tunnel, which was origin- 
ally designed by Mr. Charles Richard- 
son, 0. E. (afterwards laBBoMated J, with, 
Mr. James Hawkshaw as'- chief in- 
stead pi; oonsulting engineer), was com- 
"meaoeciiby the Great Wesiern Rail- 
way Company in March, 1873, they 
having obtained three acts of parlia- 
ment in 1872, It waa at first intend- 
ed to be 4^ miles in length, but this 
length was afterwards reduced by 13 
ohainsi and-'Of- this distance 2| miles 
KC6 beneath the rapidly flowing estuary 
of tbie'iBevern, at a point half a mile 
below the hew passage, where passen- 
gers now cross from the Bristol & 
South Wales Union Railway, on the 
Gloucestershire side of the river, to 
Fortskeweti on the Monmouth side. 
Prim' the point at' Vh'ioh the iunnel 
line leaves the Bristol & South Wales 
Union linn between Patohway and Pil- 
ning to Roglett, the junction station 
whore it joins the South Wales section, 
the distanca altogether is 7 miles 5 fur- 
longs, including the deep cuttings to 
the tunnel entrances on either side. 
The Great Western Bailway company 
carried on the work till 1879, and 
drove the preliminary heading from 
either aide of the river to within 120 
yards, when they tapped a land spring 
on the Monmouthshire side, and iu less 
than a day the whole workings were 
flooded. It was then that Sir John 
Hawkshaw was appointed chief en- 
j;ineer in conjunction with Mr. 
Richardson, and Mr. T. A. Walker 
undertook the contract under the most 
discouraging oircumsliances, and the 
works wore not clear of water till Nov- 
ember, 18S0.- The junction of the head- 
ings was made in September, 1881, the 
level of the rails having been lowered 
at the suggestion of Sir John Hawk- 
shaw, 15 feet in order to get more 
thickness under the river, bed. That 
this was absolutely necessary waa clear 
from the {act that in 1881 a bole ten 
feet long was found in the mart of the 
river bed at a depression known as the 
Salmon Pool, and the river, coming 
through this, flooded the work on the 
Gloucestershire side. This difiiculty 
was surmounted by filling in the place 
-with olajr-paddle and clay-puddle bags, 
anSi .tb'e/works were then pumped out. 
In October, 1883, the old spring on 
tbe Monmouthshire side was again tap- 
ped, and in such volume that the water 
rushed in at the rate of 27,000 gallons 
per minute, and, rising at the rate of 
.iieet .per boair, it jflqoded a consider^ 
able' section of Ihe completed work* 
Divers had to be employed to descend 
the flooded works, and shut an iron 
door 500 feet from tbe bottom of the 
shaft, and again were the works pump- 
ed dry, by the aid of more powerful 
pumps. During this process a tidal 
wave, breaking in over the marsh be- 
twea%,^,udbrook and Oaldbcott, on* the 
Monmontbiibire side, descended the 
shaf^ ^nd flooded another section of 
tunnel' works inland, but this was 
easily dealt with. Thus battling with 
unexampled difficulties the engineers 
have triumphed over disasters which 
constantly , threatened to swamp the 
whole scheme, and render all the work 
futile.-'I)uring the 'past 12 months 
^at' attention baa been pM^! to the 
increase of the pumping ' power, ^ ai^d 
the dnplioate seta of pumps whiohiba^e 
been erected are capable of discharging 
at the rate of 26,000,000 gallons of 
water per day. A new shaft 180 feet 
deep has been sunk on the Monmouth- 
shire side for six of these pumps; and 
there are in all eight 34-inch pumps, 
one 37-inch, one 35-inch, two 30-inch, 
and two 28 inch pumpa. The funnel is 
26 feet wide and 20 feet high, and has 
been excavated through hard Peunaul 
aondstone, and coal measures, 'the"'Con- 
glomerate overlying the coal measures, 
and shale, red mai'l, and new red sand- 
stone. In the mid-channel of the river 
there is a depression 55 feet deep and 
560 yards wide, known to miners as 
"the ihoots," where there are 55 feet 
of water at low tide, and about 86 feet 
at spring kigh tides, so that there is 
this depth of water over the tunnel 
Lead. The tunnel has been lined with 
Staffordshire vetritied brick, set in ce- 
ment, and varying from 2 feet 3 inches 
to 3 feet in thickness. At present nine 
trains will run per night each way. 
When the condecting lines for the pas- 
senger traffic are completed, all the 
traffic from the southwest of England 
and Southampton will come through 
Bristol and tho Severn tunnel to South 
Wales instend of round Gloucester, 
thus lesHoiiing the journey materially; 
and Clifton and Brsitol will be brought 
within 60 - minutes' ride to Newport 
and Cardiff. .
